The thirteenth general meeting of 
the Canadian Nurses Association 
will always remain a very memor- 
able one to the over 800 nurses who 
assembled in Ottawa for the week 
of August 23rd, 1926. 

Space does not permit of a lengthy 
description of that most wonderful 
week. The capital city was looking 
its best, decorated to its furthest 
corners for the celebration of its 
one hundredth birthday, and the 
weather remained ideally summer- 
like. 

One can but briefly mention the 
programme of entertainment: Mon- 
day, a luncheon by the Nurses’ 
Alumnae, Ottawa General Hospital. 
Tuesday, the Canadian Nurses Asso- 
ciation luncheon preceding the un- 
veiling ceremony, and the Overseas 
Sisters’ dinner that evening. Wed- 
nesday, Col. and Mrs. Kidd were At 
Home to the nursing sisters at their 
residence on the Aylmer Road, and 
in the evening the Alumnae of the 
Lady Stanley Institute and St. 
Luke’s Hospital, and the Florence 
Nightingale Association were hos- 
tesses at a reception and dance. On 
Thursday afternoon the Ottawa 
Civie Hospital was visited and tea 
served at the Nurses’ Residence. 
Friday, the members of the Ottawa 
Medical Association were hosts to 
a drive, followed by a garden party 
at the Experimental Farm. Then 
there were many smaller ‘‘get to- 
gether’’ luncheons, dinners and late 
suppers of Alumnae, etc. 

Each session was well attended, 
with many participating in the dis- 
cussion of business. The Open ses- 
sion on Monday evening was one of 
outstanding interest when, in addi- 
tion to the addresses of welcome, our 
distinguished guest, Dame Maud 


McCarthy, addressed the large as- 
sembly, and also brought a message 
to Canadian Nurses from Her 
Majesty, Queen Mary. All were de- 
lighted to hear Dr. Allen Craig, of 
the American College of Surgeons, 
and appreciated hearing the excel- 
lent report of the National Memorial 
Committee. Miss Laura Logan, Dean 
of the Illinois Training School, 
Chicago, who spoke on Tuesday 
evening, and Miss Mary Beard, of 
the Department of Studies, Rocke- 
feller Foundation, who addressed the 
meeting on Thursday evening, re- 
ceived hearty welcome. 

Following the custom of past 
years an official report of the pro- 
ceedings is published in this number 
of the magazine, and also a detailed 
account of the Memorial and the un- 
veiling ceremony. 

The large crowd in attendance, the 
interesting programme prepared by 
the Programme Committee, and the 
hospitality extended by the nurses 
and citizens of Ottawa, all tended to 
a constant enthusiasm prevailing, 
and it was with regret that the clos- 
ing session met. At that session the 
newly-elected officers were announc- 
ed and received a welcoming ova- 
tion. The retiring president and 
executive received a hearty vote of 
thanks which was most difficult to 
express in words, especially as one 
reviewed the past four years and the 
progress made by the Canadian 
Nurses Association, due so much to 
the contribution of time and interest 
of the retiring officers. 

We wish all our readers to have 
the pleasure of reading the ‘‘ Wel- 
come’’ which was published by an 
Ottawa newspaper on August 23rd, 
and which now appears on page 535 
of this issue.

Addresses of welcome were given by 
His Worship the Mayor of Ottawa, Miss 
Isabel McElroy, convener of the Arrange- 
ments Committee, and Dr. Nagle, vice- 
president of the Ottawa Medical Society. 
Miss Jean Browne, president of the Cana- 
dian Nurses Association, replied to these 
addresses of welcome, then presided over 
the meeting for the remainder of the even- 
ing. 

A comprehensive report of the National 
Memorial Committee was read _ by 
the convener of that committee, Miss Jean 
Gunn, and was followed by a most in- 
teresting paper by Dame Maud McCarthy, 
G.B.E., R.R.C., Matron-in-Chief, Territor- 
ial Army Nursing Service of Great Bri- 
tain, on “Military Nursing in England.” 
The large assembly was then addressed 
by Allen Craig, M.D., C.M., American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, on “Modern Health Pro- 
blems,’’ after which the meeting closed 
with the singing of the National Anthem.

Resolution from Manitoba Graduate 
Nurses Association 


The following resolution is the outcom® 
of a report to the Manitoba Association of 
Graduate Nurses tabulated by Miss J. 
Houston, Superintendent of Nurses at Ninette 
Sanatorium, regarding the prevalence of 


tuberculosis among nurses, with particular , 


reference to student nurses: 


THEREFORE be it resolved that the 
Canadian Nurses Association in convention 
consider this question and recommend 
to all hospitals, training schools and 
organizations employing nurses (1) a mini- 
mum standard of physical examination for 
all students entering training schools, the 
examination to be done preferably by the 
hospital staff, rather than the family 
physician; (2) to arrange for a thorough 
annual physical examination for all nurses, 
both student and graduate (a) to discover 
incipient cases, and _predisposition to 
tuberculosis and thereby decrease the 
prevalence of tuberculosis amongst nurses; 
(b) to raise the standard of health and

Resolution from the Private Duty 
Nursing Section 


Resolution poms at the meeting of the 
Private Duty Section on Thursday, August 
26th, 1926, and presented for the endorsation 
of the Canadian Nurses Association: 


1. That whereas the undue length of 
the working day of the private duty 
nurse is either forcing many such nurses 
into other branches of the profession, 
or out of the profession altogether, and 
thus depriving the private duty body of 
experienced nurses, to the great detriment 
of this body. 

2. And whereas the length of the 
working day in any other profession 
than that of nursing, or in any other 
branch of the nursing profession, is not so 
great as is that of the private duty nurse. 

3. And whereas the continual over- 
weariness due to long hours of the most 
exacting kind of labour must inevitably 
result in a much poorer quality of service 
rendered to the sick. 
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4. And whereas the private duty nurse 
knows that even a ten hour day is too 
long for the kind of work she has to per- 
form, yet because she realizes the difficul- 
ties under which hospitals ca: on, and 
because she desires to disturb hospital 
management as little as possible, therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED 


(1) That this Convention recommends 
to the provincial associations that the 
hours of duty for private duty nurses in 
hospital be not more than ten hours in 
each twenty-four hours. 

(2) That this Convention recommends 
to the provincial associations that, when 
possible, the Private Duty Convener be 
sent to the Canadian Nurses Association, 
her expenses to be paid by the provincial 
association.:

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


As President of the Canadian Nurses 
Association it is my privilege and pleas- 
ure to welcome to this biennial meeting 
the officers, delegates and members who 
have assembled in the Capital from all 
parts of Canada. On behalf of the as- 
sociation I extend a hearty welcome to all 
our guests, and in particular to our very 
distinguished guest from the Motherland, 
Dame Maud MacCarthy, Matron-in-Chief 
of the Territorial Army Nursing Services 
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of Great Britain. We hope our guests will 
accept the liberty of the floor through- 
out these meetings. I feel strongly in- 
clined to put in an extra word of welcome 
to the younger nurses, those who perhaps 
have never attended a national nursing 
conference before. Please remember that 
the Association belongs to you quite as 
much as it does to those of us who were 
long ago initiated. I would consider the 
meetings this week a dismal failure if 
one nurse went away feeling that it is not 
her association. 


This is the thirteenth time that the 
nurses of Canada have assembled under 
the aegis of their own national organiza- 
tion. Although the Canadian Nurses As- 
sociation has not yet passed out of its 
teen-age, still, it is, we think, a fairly 
vigorous youth. It was begun on sound 
principles, and through a process of 
changes and development, we can now say 
that it is a thoroughly democratic organi- 
zation. It has three sections, representing 
the three branches of nursing: private 
duty, nursing education and public health, 
and similar sections or committees exist 
in the provincial associations. On the 
Executive of the Canadian Nurses As- 
sociation each province and each branch 
of nursing has equal representation. The 
National Association is a great co-ord- 
inating agent, linking together the differ- 
ent branches of nurses and fusing the 
point of view of the provincial associa- 
tions. 


We have again taken our place in the 
affairs of the International Council of 
Nurses. During the years of the Great 
War, and for some years after, it seem- 
ed impossible for Canada to participate 
in international nursing affairs. Last 
summer, however, your President attended 
all the meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the LC.N. held in Helsingfors, 
and your two official delegates attended 
all the meetings of the Grand Council. 
Several Canadian nurses took part in dis- 
cussions and gave papers at general ses- 
sions and round-table conferences. : 


I do not think it will be necessary for 
me to dwell on the activities of the last 
two years, as these will be stated in de- 
tail in the reports of the Executive Sec- 
retary, except to tell you that both the 
National Office and The Canadian Nurse 
have a fairly decent bank balance 
to pass on to the new Executive Com- 
mittee. After hearing the reports and 
glimpsing the enormous amount of work 
that has been handled by Miss - Wilson 
and one stenographer, I believe you will 
be convinced that the National Office has 
more than justified itself. The fact, how- 
ever, that we have an office competently 
run does not relieve each member of the 


association from the responsibility of 
voluntary work, especially in regard to 
the magazine. The ordinary individual is 
only vitally interested in those things for 
which she works, for which she is respon- 
sible, and, if need be, for which she makes 
sacrifices. So, even if it were financially 
possible, it would still be wholly undesir- 
able to attempt to relieve the members 
of the Canadian Nurses Association of 
@ working, responsible partnership in its 
activities. 


In a country of the enormous size of 
Canada, with a comparatively small and 
sparsely settled population, it is not to be 
wondered at that the “national spirit” is 
not so strong as in smaller or older coun- 
tries and that, as we ourselves very well 
know, we are apt to be “provincially 
minded.” As I have watched other or- 
ganizations in the last few years, it has 
become apparent to me that the Cana- 
dian Nurses Association has achieved a 
more nearly national outlook than most 
others. This I believe to be largely due 
to the inherent solidarity of the nursing 
profession, a solidarity so deep and so 
strong that when nurses from countries 
that were enemies in the Great War met 
at Helsingfors, they were able to work in 
harmony in the interests of their pro- 
fession. 


The coherence of the Canadian Nurses 
Association was undoubtedly put to a 
test when an attempt was made to raise 
the large sum of money necessary for the 
Memorial “to our sisters who gave their 
lives in the Great War.” In the desire to 
perpetuate the memory of those Cana- 
dian Nursing Sisters, the members of the 
Canadian Nurses Association worked to- 
gether in a national enterprise, and it has 
seemed to me that, co-incident with this, 
we began to think of ourselves as “Cana- 
dian” nurses, not nurses from Eastern or 
Western Canada, from this or that prov- 
ince, or from some particular training 
school. At any rate, as the result of this 
co-operative undertaking, we have come 
to this biennial meeting to witness the 
culmination of those efforts in the un- 
veiling of the Memorial. 


While we believe that the Memorial is 
a work of art and worthy to be placed in 
the Hall of Fame, still, we do not forget 
that it is merely the visible sign of our 
undying appreciation of those Canadian 
Nursing Sisters who were “valiant and 
unshaken” in their duty even in the face 
of death. We might well concentrate on 
perpetuating the ideal of their courage 
and devotion as a tradition in our organi- 
zation. Perhaps this would be the best 
tribute we could pay our glorious dead.

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Report of Executive Secretary, 1924 - 26 


During the interval since the last meet- 
ing of the Association four federated as- 
sociations have withdrawn from direct 
membership: 


1. Alumnae Association, General and 
Marine Hospital, Collingwood. 

2: Alumnae Association, St. Michael’s 
Hospital, Toronto. 

3. Alumnae Association, 
Hospital, Weston. 


4. Canadian Association of Nursing Edu- 
eation, which became the Nursing Edu- 
eation Section of the Association. 


These associations had a total member- 
ship of 231. 

Application for membership is to be 
presented at this meeting by the Mem- 
bership Committee from five associations: 

1. Alumnae Association, St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Chatham. 

2. Alumnae Association, 
Memorial Hospital, Montreal. 

3. Alumnae Association, St. John’s Hos- 
pital, Toronto. 

4. Alumnae Association, Children’s Hos- 
pital, Winnipeg. 

5. The Edith Cavell Association of Lon- 
don. 

The former provincial association of 
Ontario has become the Registered Nurses 
Association of Ontario, thus creating in- 
dividual membership only. With this 
change each provincial association is now 
composed of individual members. 

The Graduate Nurses Association of 
Nova Scotia has become the Registered 
Nurses’ Association of Nova Scotia, and 
the Graduate Nurses’ Association of 
Thunder Bay has become’ District No. 10 
of the Registered Nurses Association of 
Ontario. 


It is regretted that not more than 50 
per cent. of the federated associations re- 
turned the completed nomination form. 
Following the first returns it was neces- 
sary to again ask for nominations for the 
office of honorary secretary, as all 
nominees first named had refused to ac- 
cept nomination. In future it would be 
advisable for the associations to obtain 
the consent of nominees before submit- 
ting any names to stand for nomination. 
The ticket of nomination was sent to each 
association and was published in the 
August number of The Canadian Nurse. 

A covering letter and a copy of the re- 
solution passed by the Private Duty Sec- 
tion in meeting in 1924 were sent to 225 
hospitals in Canada where graduate nurses 
are employed for special duty. This re- 
solution recommended that the length of 
time on duty each day should be ten con- 
secutive hours. Six replies from hospi- 
tals were received, copies of which have

been forwarded to the Private Duty Sec- 
tion. 

A questionnaire relating to salaries, 
vacations and sick leave for nurses was 
prepared and copies sent to the secretaries 
of the provincial associations for distri- 
bution among the conveners of the prov- 
incial sections or committees. Reports 
have been compiled at the National Office 
from the completed questionnaires. Copies 
of these reports as relating to each sec- 
tion have been forwarded to the secre- 
taries of the respective national sections. 

Delegates were appointed by the Execu- 
tive Committee to attend the annual meet- 
ings of national organizations with which 
this Association is affiliated. 

Early in 1925 there was a large amount 
of correspondence with members and 
transportation companies relative to the 
International Council of Nurses’ Congress 
of 1925, held in Finland. The Association 
was represented officially by the president, 
Miss Jean Browne, and a past-president, 
Miss Jean Gunn. A report of the Con- 
gress by the delegates was published in 
the October, 1925, number of The Cana- 
dian Nurse. 

This Association extended an invitation 
to the Congress to meet in Canada in 1929; 
but following discussion it was found that 
a majority of the delegates favoured 
China as the next place of meeting. 

An international headquarters office was 
opened in Geneva following the meeting 
of 1925. In order that funds should be 
available to meet the expenses of the In- 
ternational Council of Nurses for the re- 
mainder of 1925, the president asked that 
each national organization would contri- 
bute at the rate of one cent per member. 
This Association sent a cheque for $98.50. 

In December, 1924, the international sec- 
retary sent out a copy of a questionnaire 
concerning information relative to train- 
ing schools. Copies of this questionnaire 
were made and forwarded to the provin- 
cial secretaries, who in turn sent them to 
the hospitals conducting training schools. 
The completed questionnaire was returned 
in duplicate to the National Office and 
one copy kept on file there. From the 
information obtained the Committee on 
Nursing Education of the International 
Council of Nurses compiled an interesting 
report. 


In 1918 Miss Mary Agnes Snively was 
asked to become archivist for this As- 
sociation, and in 1921 it was decided that 
a history of the Association be prepared 
and published, from the inception of the 
national organization of nurses in Canada 
to the present time. This record has now 
been published in booklet form and is 
ready for sale. 
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The Executive Committee have held 14 
meetings, with one special meeting, since 
the general meeting of 1924; one meeting 
was held in each of four cities, i.e., Hamil- 
ton, Halifax, Montreal and Ottawa, while 
the remainder were held in Toronto. Since 
the last general meeting the provincial 
associations have been represented by 
four councillors each on the Executive 
Committee. During the past two years 
there have been over 30 changes in the 
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personnel of the provincial representa- 
tives. This means that more than 75 
members, representing the provincial as- 
sociations and sections, have been brought 
in direct contact with the work of the 
Executive Committee of this national or- 
ganization.

Report of The Canadian Nurse, 1924 - 26 


At the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee held at the close of the general 
meeting, 1924, the resignation of the editor 
and business manager was accepted. The 
executive secretary was asked to act in 
these offices for a period not exceeding 
one year, dating from September Ist, 1924. 


The president was asked to appoint a 
sub-committee of the Executive to confer 
with and advise the acting editor and busi- 
ness manager. The members appointed 
were: Miss Jean E. Browne, president; 
Miss Jean Gunn, Miss E. McP. Dickson 
and Miss Ethel I. Johns. The latter re- 
signed in July, 1925, and was succeeded by 
Miss Ruby Simpson... 


It was decided to appoint some one to 


do the literary editing at an honorarium - 


of $25.00 a month: this plan was carried 
out for a period of four months and dis- 
continued after the publication of the De- 
cember, 1924, number. Since that time 
all work in connection with the magazine 
has been done by the staff at the National 
Office. 


The Executive Committee in meeting 
October 5th, 1925, asked that the executive 
secretary continue to act as editor and 
business manager for a second period of 
one year, dating from September ist, 
1925. 

Arrangements were made to provide a 
“Question and Answer” page, following a 
suggestion for the same. To date there 
has been no demand for such a page. 


It was decided that the editorials be 


written by outstanding nurses and that 
these be not signed. , 


Through the office of the Canadian 
Nurses’ Association letters were sent to 
the federated associations in August, 1924, 
asking that each association appoint a 
circulation manager, to aid in increasing 
the number of subscribers. The associa- 
tions were later asked to consider the 
suggestion that the subscription rate be 
included with the annual membership fee. 

The Executive Committee decided to 
offer a club rate for 30 or more subscribers, 
and arrangements were made for a com- 
bined rate with The American Journal 
of Nursing. 

The auditor’s statement for the three 
months ending December 3ist, 1924, stated 
that the estimated revenue for that period 
showed there were 1,500 paid-up sub- 
scriptions. The statement for December 
3ist, 1925, showed that there were 2,172, 
while it is estimated that for July, 1926, 
there were 2,571 subscribers. This shows 
an approximate increase of 71.4 per cent. 

These figures show that the associations 
have put forth a great effort to obtain 
subscribers, which is much appreciated 
by the Executive, especially by the sub- 
committee and the executive secretary. 

During the past six months there has 
been a marked increase in the amount of 
material contributed through the prov- 
inces. However, for the present and for 
some time to come, The Canadian Nurse 
requires the constant thought and assist- 
ance of all the members of the Canadian 
Nurses Association.

SECRETARY’S REPORT 

I have the honour to present the first 
biennial report of the Nursing Education 
Section of the Canadian Nurses Associa- 
tion. 

Since the section was formed in 1924 
five executive meetings have been held, 
three in Montreal, one in Hamilton and 
one in Ottawa. 

At the executive meeting held immedi- 
ately after the adjournment of the meet- 
ing in Hamilton, the following committees 
were appointed:— 

Committee on the Subsidiary Nurse— 
eonvener, Miss M. F. Gray; Committee on 
Scholarships—convener, Miss PE. Smellie; 
Committee to consider the possible modi- 
fication of the curriculum and _ hospital 
service to meet the needs of putlic health 
nursing—convener, Miss J. Gunn; Eligi- 
bility committee—convener, Miss L. Dick- 
son; Committee to collect and collate in- 
formation on training schools in Canada— 
convener, Miss E. Johns; Committee on 
constitution and by-laws—convener, Miss 
G. Fairley; Committee on text books— 
convener, Miss Sharp; Convener of Nurs- 
ing Education Department of The Can- 
adian Nurse magazine—convener, Miss E. 
Rayside. 
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At this same meeting it was decided 
that the secretary send to all Canadian 
hospitals, not only those conducting 
schools of nursing, a copy of the list of 
reference and text books prepared by the 
committee on text books, Canadian Nurses 
Association and endorsed by the executive 
committee of the Nursing Education Sec- 
tion of the Canadian Nurses Association. 
One hundred and eighty-nine copies were 
sent to hospitals throughout the Dominion. 

It is interesting to note that, following 
a round table discussion on text books, 
conducted by our chairman, Miss Shaw, 
at Helsingfors last year, requests for 
copies of the prepared list were received 
from eight other countries. 

At the November meeting a letter was 
received from Miss Smellie, stating that 
she was unable to accept the convenership 
of the scholarships committee. Miss Slat- 
tery, McGill University, was appointed in 
her place. 

Two hundred copies of Miss Isabel 
Stewart’s paper, ‘‘Changing Aims in the 
Education of the Nurse—Old Versus New 
Ideas in Education,’’ were printed and the 
conveners of the provincial committee 
were advised that copies could be obtained 
for twenty-five cents apiece. 

At the executive meeting in March, 
1925, a letter was read from one of the 
provincial conveners, inquiring as to the 
duties of conveners of provincial commit- 
tees on Nursing Education, and asking for 
suggestions on subjects for discussion. 
Miss Shaw agreed to draw up a list of 
suggestions and these with a copy of Bul- 
letins on Nursing Education, to the value 
of $1.00 were sent to all provincial con- 
veners. Also, at this meeting, Miss G. 
Fairley was appointed convener of the 
committee on Progress in Foreign Coun- 
tries. 

During the past two years 365 letters, 
ete., have been sent out and 66 applica- 
tions for membership have been received.

They con- 
tinued in office until the fall of 1925, when each 
felt compelled to resign. Their resignations 
were received with much regret by the 
executive of the C.N.A. Miss Shanes 


y, of Ottawa, as President, and Miss 
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Hamilton, Vice-Chairman, was asked to 
carry on until August, 1926, and Miss Helen 
Carruthers, the private duty nurse member 
of the C.N.A. Executive, was appointed by 
that body to act as Secretary-Treasurer for 
the remaining months. Efforts have been 
made to get in touch with the representatives 
of the various provinces in order that the 
work might be carried on more effectively. 


Since the last biennial meeting practically 
all the officers have changed, so that it has 
been quite difficult to keep an accurate list 
and obtain co-operation. Considerable cor- 
respondence has been sent out to each 
province, but very few replies have been 
received. Appreciation and sincere thanks 
are extended for the co-operation of the 
representatives of New Brunswick and 
British Columbia. These two nurses have 
replied to all communications and have 
done everything that any convener or secre- 
tary could ask for. Is it not possible for the 
representatives from the other provinces to 
fall in line? It is an easy matter to read 
correspondence and then cast it to one side 
and forget about it, but is this fair to the 
person who sent it?

Following addresses 
by Dr. J. A. Amyot, Deputy Minister of 
Health, and Mrs. Adelaide M. Plumptre, 
president, Ontario Division of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross, the large assembly was 
addressed by Miss Mary Beard, R.N., 
Division of Studies, Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, on “Midwifery in Europe.” 


FRIDAY MORNING 
Minutes of the Business Session of the 
Public Health Section, C.N.A. 


The business session of the Public Health 
Section of the C.N.A. was held at the Chateau 
Laurier, Ottawa, on August 27th, 1926, at 9 
a.m., Miss Emory, the Chairman, presiding.

Moved by Miss Allison ,seconded by Miss 
Moag, that this section adopt the resolution 
referred to it from the C.N.A. Executive 
Committee, i.e., that each section adopts the 
regular po of submitting to the Execut- 
ive of the C.N.A. an annual financial state- 
ment each year and a proposed budget for the 
ensuing .—Carried. 

Mo by Miss Hall, seconded by Miss 
Hurley, that the questionnaire from the 
International Council of Nurses be referred 
to the retiring chairman to answer.—Carried. 
. Moved by Miss Brighty, seconded by Miss 
Russell, that the Resolutions Committee 
consist of Misses Fenton, Breeze and Keir.

Reports from the following Committees 
were read and adopted: Exhibits; Library; 
Education; Membership; and Publications. 


Moved by Miss Hall, seconded by Miss 
Wilkinson, that the Membership Committee 
be discontinued.—Carried. 


Moved by Miss Jackson, seconded by Miss 
Allison, that the clause on membership in the 
by-laws read as follows: Any nurse engaged 
in or interested in public health work and a 
member in good standing of a provincial 
organization is eligible for membership. 
Should a member of the National Section 
move to another province her membership is 
retained for the current year.—Carried. 


Moved by Miss Dyke, seconded by Miss 
Russell, that the following be added to the 
by-laws under membership: The Secretary 
of the Public Health Committee or Public 
Health Section in each province shall be 
responsible for issuing voting cards to each 
public health nurse who is a member and is 
attending the business sessions of the Public 
Health Section of the C.N.A. from her 
province. Previous to the general meeting, 
the Chairman of the Public Health Committee 
or the Secretary of the Public Health 
Section in each province shall forward to the 
Public Health Section of the C.N.A., the 
number of public health nurses in her province 
who are members of the C.N.A.—Carried. 


Moved by Miss Fenton, seconded by 
Miss Keir, that there be added to the section 
on officers in the by-laws the following:— 


Duties of Officers 


1. The Chairman shall preside at all 
meetings of the section, and shall be ex- 
officio member of all committees. 


2. The Vice-Chairman shall, in the 
absence of the Chairman, perform the duties 
of the Chairman. In case of the resignation 
of the Chairman during the interval between 
general. meetings, the Vice-Chairman shall 
assume all the duties of the Chairman until 
the next general meeting. 
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3. The Secretary-Treasurer shall keep a 
correct record of all sessions of the section; 
communicate with members of the council 
at the request of the Chairman; she shall 
have charge of all funds of the section, and 
shall keep such funds in a bank designated 
by the council of the section. She shall 
make all payments by cheque, and pay 
only such bills as have been authorized by the 

hairman. She shall report at business 
sessions of the Public Health Section of the 
C.N.A. the financial standing of the section. 
She shall turn over to her successor within 
one month after the general meeting all 
section property in her possession.—Carried.

The Chairman then read her address 
which was followed by a summary of the 
reports from the provinces. 


Representatives from all the provinces 
except Prince Edward Island and New 
Brunswick spoke briefly on outstanding 
public health work in their respective pro- 
vinces. 

The report of the Nomination Committee 
was read. Voting followed, and the officers 
elected were:

Moved by Miss Dyke, seconded by Miss 
Jackson, that the Executive be considered 
a@ committee to study the relation of the 
public health nurse to the social worker, and 
to take any steps in that relationship which 
may seem to them advisable.—Carried. 


Moved by Miss Dyke, seconded by Miss 
Hall, that the Public Health Section request 
the Executive of the C.N.A. to bring about 
the appointment of a committee representin 
the Nursing Education, Private Duty an 
Public Health Sections to study the need 
for more public health nurses in Canada, 
and the oo of those nurses. —Carried. 

Moved by Miss Jackson, seconded by 
Miss Scholey, that the section ask the 
C.N.A. Executive to continue the grant of 
$150.00 yearly to this section.—Carried. 

Moved by Miss Russell, seconded by 
Miss Morrison, that the present National 
Lib Committee of the section be asked 
to endeavour to find out if it would be 
possible to work through the Provincial 
Associations in regard to a Public Health 
Library.—Carried. 

The retiring Chairman then introduced 
the newly elected Chairman. 

On motion the meeting adjourned. 
REPORT OF SECRETARY-TREASURER 

Madam Chairman and members of the 
Public Health Section of the Canadian 
Nurses Association—The following report 
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of the activities of the Public Health Section 
for the period intervening since the last 
biennial meeting is respectfully submitted. 


Copies of forms used in enrolling members 
in the Public Health Section with diagram 
of the organization of the Section were 
forwarded the provinces, and also requests 
for suggestions as to the advantages of 
membership in the Section were asked for. 
The result of this will be taken up in the 
report of the Membership Committee. The 
question of By-Laws was considered and a 
copy of the present By-Laws with proposed 
changes was forwarded each provincial 
representative, in order that the members 
might be given an opportunity to study these 
suggestions and be prepared to vote at this 
meeting. 

A request was received from Miss Charlotte 
Whitton, Hon. Secretary, Canadian Council 
on Child Welfare, asking for advice re dates 
for conference and suggestions for subjects. 
The following subjects for consideration were 
submitted :— 

1. The contribution of Child Guidance 
Clinics to the Child Welfare programme. 


2. The physical and mental needs of the 
normal child from birth to adolescence. 


Probably the outstanding feature of the 
Public Health Section’s activities was the 
formation of a Public Health Section in the 
Canadian Public Health Association, due 
entirely to the initiative and energy of the 

ublic health nurses in Montreal. A short 

istory of its inception may prove interesting: 

When ing the programme for the 
annual meeting, the officers of the Canadian 
Public Health Association decided to devote 
one session to a consideration of Public 
Health Nursing. Dr. H. E. Young, M.O., 
British Columbia, was appointed chairman. 
Shortly before the annual meeting in 1925, 
Dr. Young advised that he would be unable 
to act. Dr. Baudoin, the President of the 
Association, then referred the matter to a 
representative group of nurses in Montreal. 
Miss Moag, convener of the Public Health 
Committee of the Registered Nurses Assoc- 
iation of Quebec, called a meeting of her 
Committee and they decided that a nurse 
should be suggested as the logical chairman 
of this section. Miss Edith Hurley, Pro- 
fessor of Public Health Nursing of the 
University of Montreal ,was asked to act 
as chairman and Miss Emory, chairman of 
the Public Health Section of the C.N.A. 
was asked to take part in the programme. 


The Public Health Nurses of Montreal 
felt strongly that a Public Health Nursing 
Section should be formed, and a resolution 
embodying their decision was presented and 
unanimously passed at the close of the session 
of the Canadian Public Health Association, 
this section to have Mis¢ Emory as the first 
chairman. , 


Later, suggestions were asked for from 
the provincial representatives as to vice- 
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chairman and secretary, and early in 1926, 
the proposed programme of the annual 
meeting was forwarded the provincial re- 
presentatives and suggestions requested. 


The success of the first section meeting in 
Toronto when the annual meeting was 
held in May, 1926, was memorable; the 
help and inspiration received by public 
health workers was most gratifying to the 
pioneers of this section. Over sixty nurses 
have joined the section, and a future of 
usefulness and co-operation appears to lie 
before this younger sister of our own Na- 
tional Public Health Section. An invitation 
from the American National Organization of 
Public Health Nursing was received, in- 
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viting our section to send a representative to 
attend the meeting of their Education 
Committee in New York, January, 1925. 
After consulting the Executive of the Section, 
it was decided to have Miss Kathleen Russell, 
of the Public Health Department, Toronto 
University, and Chairman of-the Education 
Committee of our section, attend these 
meetings. In the absence of Miss Russell 
at the biennial meeting of the N.O.P.H.N., 
held at Atlantic City this year, Miss Emory 
attended the meetings of the Education 
Committee. There is no doubt but that 
co-operation with this committee is of 
value to us, and in the report which will be 
read on this subject further details will be 
given.

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Reports—Federated Associations 


ALBERTA ASSOCIATION OF REGISTERED 
NURSES 


The Alberta Association of Registered Nurses 
has had a quiet but not altogether unproductive 
two years’ work. The membership, owing to the 
nature of the western life, remains about the 
same, about 350. Each year about one hundred 
nurses are graduated from the schools, but fully 
an equal number drift on to other provinces or 
states, and transfers of registration or applica- 
tions for exemption are frequent. 

The three sections have been formed. Owing 
partially to the distances between large centres, 
and partially to the frequent interruptions of the 
time of the private duty nurse, the efforts at the 
formation of a private duty section have not 
been altogether successful. An attempt has been 
made to shorten the hours of the special nurses 
in hospitals. It has not been possible to = 
proach a ten-hour day, but the twelve-hour day is 
slowly growing in favour. 

The Public Health Section is sending in a 
report of its activities to its own section, though 
mention might be made here of the Special Re- 
fresher Course for public health nurses put on 
by the Public Health Department of the Prov- 
ince of Alberta. This was well attended and 
much appreciated. 

The Nursing Education Section, while small 
in membership, has been fairly successful in its 
endeavours. Two refresher courses have been 
given by the University of Alberta. Intensive 
lectures of a varied character were given by 
members of the University staff. Some of these 
were of such a nature as to be interesting to 
all branches of the work, some ey inter- 
esting to teachers, some to public health nurses, 
and some to private duty nurses. All were well 
attended and keen interest was shown in every 
branch. 

In addition, the attention of this section has 
been directed to a revision of the minimum cur- 
riculum for the training schools of the province. 
Unfortunately, the Registration Act still reads 
that: ‘‘The Senate of the University of Alberta 
shall (1) Satisfy itself that any person, entering 
upon a course of hospital training leading to 
registration under this Act, has passed the grade 
eight examination of the public school course of 
the province or has the equivalent educational 
standing.’’ It is not possible to change this 
without legislation, but the standards of train- 
ing are placed in the hands of the University 
Senate, on which body the association is repre- 
sented. A committee of superintendents and 
instructors of training schools was appointed last 
autumn to draft a revision of the curriculum, 
This was submitted to the other superintendents 
for their criticism, and carried to the Senate 
of the University at its meeting in May for its 
consideration. The association is pleased to re- 
port that it was accepted. 


This curriculum defines more clearly the 
amount of theoretical and practical instruction 
to be oo in the various departments of the 
hospita It is the intention of the Nursin 
Education Section to have drawn up a detaile 
curriculum with suggestions regarding text books 
and class room equipment. The association hopes 
to have a limited number printed for distribu- 
tion, 


So far as the preliminary qualifications of the 
candidates are concerned, it has been announced 
that in none of the main hospitals has there 
been any difficulty in obtaining candidates of 
grade ten standing. The University Hospital 
now requires grade eleven. 


The scholarship of $200 offered annually by 
the association for the candidate taking the 
highest standing at the Registered Nurses’ ex- 
aminations has been found scarcely large enough 
to be of great assistance to the students, and 
it has been deemed wise to double this amount 
and offer it every two years. The expense in- 
eurred in travelling to the post-graduate school 
has proved a rather large item. 


The association holds a convention annually 
in the autumn. In past years it has been held 
at the same time and place as the convention of 
the Alberta Hospitals Association, some sessions 
dealing with topics of common interest being 
held jointly. The association is not altogether 
convinced of the wisdom of this course, as at- 
tention is apt to be drawn away from strictly 
nursing interests. It has its advantages in 
securing a larger attendance. This year three 
conventions will be held simultaneously: the 
Nurses Association and the Hospitals Associa- 
tion and the Municipal Hospitals Association. 
In fact, the health organizations of the province 
meeting at one place with joint sessions for sub- 
jects of common interest, and separate sessions 
for special interests. It is an experiment, and 
it is hoped that it will work out satisfactorily. 

Plans for future work include the further 
standardization of the work in the training 
schools, and it is hoped that training school in. 
spection will be secured before long. This would 
go far towards securing uniformity of courses 
and methods. 

Regarding work outside the association and 
the immediate requirements of the nursing pro- 
fession, it has been arranged that this autumn 
when the Social Service Council is conducting a 
series of meetings in various parts of the prov- 
ince that a member of the association shall 
address these meetings on health topics. It is 
believed that this suggestion came from the pre- 
sident of our National Association and we have 
been most happy to co-operate.—Respectfully

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NEW BRUNSWICK ASSOCIATION OF 
; REGISTERED NURSES 

During the two years eight meetings of the 
Executive Council have been held, one annual 
and one general meeting of the association, and 
three examinations for the Registration of 
Nurses. 

In 1925 the association saw the fruition of a 
resolution passed in 1918 that there 
should be included in general medical training 
& course of training in Tuberculosis Nursing. 
In this year New Brunswick general hospitals 
became affiliated with the Tubercular Hospital 
at East St. John and there is now included in 
general training schools a three months’ course 
in tuberculosis nursing. 

A curriculum has been placed on trial in the 
training schools and at the conclusion of the 
year it is believed will not be far from the 
objective, i.c., a standardized curriculum for all 
provincial training schools, 

This past year has been one of some achieve- 
ment. Good committees have faithfully wrestled 
with the problems peculiar to the province. One 
of the chief of these is to find measures which 
will prevent the continual exodus of competent 
nurses to other fields, particularly to lucrative 
and attractive ones in other sections.—Respect-

THE REGISTERED NURSES ASSOCIATION 
OF NOVA SCOTIA 

A standard curriculum and preliminary edu. 
cational requirements approved by the Registered 
Nurses Association of Nova Scotia have been 
adopted by the provincial training schools for 
nurses. These educational requirements are; 
first and second years of high school standing, 
or first year of high school and either second 
year of high school or its equivalent. 

An examining board of four registered nurses 
and two members of the Medical Society of 
Nova Scotia sit and correct the papers in ele- 
mentary bacteriology, materia medica, anatomy 
and physiology, dietetics, medical nursing (in- 
cluding contagious diseases), surgical nursing 
(including gynaecology for female nurses and 
genito-urinary diseases for male nurses), and 
obstetrical and children’s diseases for female 
nurses, 

A committee is at work endeavouring to raise 
a $700 scholarship for specially gifted nurses 
to take special university courses in certain 
definite lines of work connected with nursing 
proper and schools of nursing. 

By recent legislation the name of this as- 
sociation was changed to ‘‘The Registered Nurses 
Association of Nova Scotia.’’ It has made eli- 
gible for registration in Nova Scotia, providing 
other reauirements are met, those nurses who 
have graduated from approved schools of nurs- 
ine in Nova Scotia, whether or not resident in 
the province. 

A course leading to the degree of B.Sc. 
in nursing, covering five years—divided between 
the hospital training school and the college—is 
about to be opened at St. Francis Xavier’s 
College, Antigonish. A preliminary course of 
three years’ high school will be required. 

All the small schools of nursing are now affi- 
liated with the larger schools. The special 
schools also have affiliated with general hospi- 
tals of the larger type. The male nurses’ course 
is the problem at present, not as regards sub- 
jects, but as regards affiliation and length of 
course. 

One thing is noticeably lacking and that is 
maternity schools conducted by fully trained 
general nurses rather than by maternity nurses. 
However good the nurse trained for maternity 
work only may be, it is very necessary to have 
general trained nurses as superintendents and 
suvervisors of these institutions.—Respectfully 
submitted.

THE REGISTERED NURSES ASSOCIATION 
OF ONTARIO : 

The ovtstanding activities of the Graduate 
Nurses Association of Ontario have been the pre 
Paration and acceptance of a constitution pro 
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viding for the Registered Nurses Association of 
Ontario; the incorporation of the association 
under the name ‘‘Registered Nurses Association 
of Ontario’’; and the process of reorganization. 

In preparing the constitution two plans were 
presented, viz.: membership through alumnae 
associations or individual membership; and it 
was found that incorporation could only be ob- 
tained by the use of the latter plan. The con- 
stitution embodying this plan was, therefore, 


adopted at the annual meeting in London, April, 
1925. 


The constitution also provided for the division 
of the province into ten districts, whose bound- 
aries, it was later decided, should correspond 
to those of the Ontario Medical Association. 

The Board of Directors consists of a president, 
1st vice-president, 2nd vice-president, secretary: 
treasurer, a representative from each district, 
and the chairmen of the various sections. 

Pending the organization of the districts, a 
provisional executive was elected in accordance 
with the former constitution, with the provision 
that as districts were formed their representa- 
tives would become members of this executive. 

The membership may be active, associate or 
honorary. 

The following standing 
Membership, Publication, Arrangement, Pro- 
gramme, Nomination and Legislation. The Pri- 
vate Duty, Public Health and Nursing Educa- 
tion continued to exist as standing committees 
until the annual meeting, April, 1926, when 
corresponding sections were organized. 

Re-incorporation became effective on Decem- 
ber 4th, 1925, and the details of reorganization 
immediately outlined. An application form pre- 
pared by the Membership Committee was ac. 
cepted, an Organizing Committee appointed, and 
an organizing secretary appointed for each dis- 
trict. 

It was arranged that all districts should hold 
mass meetings at approximately the same date. 
The organizing secretaries were sent: Lists of 
alumnae associations in their respective dis: 
tricts, lists of hospitals in their respective dis- 
tricts, copies of proposed by-laws for district 
associations, and, later, lists of nurses who had 
become members of the R.N.A.O. _ é 

Preparatory to these mass meetings, in order 
that each alumnae association and each indivi- 
dual member formerly holding membership in 
the G.N.A.O. might know. of the granting of the 
charter of the Registered Nurses Association of 
Ontario, of the conditions of membership, the 
districting of the province, etc., a circular letter 
with a copy of the constitution and an applica- 
tion form was sent to each member, resulting in 
a very satisfactory membership (which is rapidly 
increasing) before the annual meeting. 1926. 

The various standing committees have been 
most active, the Public Health, Private Duty and 
Nursing Education having had most enthusiastic 
and instructive conferences at the annual meet- 
ings, besides carrying out a progressive pro- 
gramme during the two years. : 

In 1924, at the request of the Canadian 
Nurses Association, the various alumnae associa- 
tions appointed circulation managers to assist in 
obtaining subscriptions for The Canadian Nurse. 

Tt has been considered advisable to institute a 
Finance Committee, a convener being appointed 
in December, 1925. : 

A special committee appointed to approach 
hospitals in reference to givine refresher courses 
to graduate nurses sent questionnaires to var- 
ions hosvitals in the province, bringing in a 
report of the hospitals willing to ceive svech 
eourses. This revort was vublished in The 
Canadian Nurse, February, 1926.—Respectfully

ASSOCIATION OF REGISTERED NURSES FOR 
THE PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 

Since the convention held in June, 1924, this 
association has held five general meetings, four 
in Montreal and one in Sherbrooke, all of 
which were well attended. 

The association was successful in having an 
amendment to the Registration Act passed by 
the Legislature, and it came into force in March, 
1925. Although the Act is still far from perfect, 
it is felt that it has been improved. The new 
by-laws which were presented at the annual meet- 
ing 1926, were adopted, and have been printed, 
tovether with the Act as amended. 

The first provincial examinations for registra- 
tion were held at McGill University and the 
University of Montreal in September, 1925. One 
hundred and seventeen students wrote: 93 Eng- 
lish and 24 French. 

The official visitor of the association paid 
visits to six English and twelve French hospi- 
tals. Copies of her recommendations and reports 
on training school conditions in these hospitals 
were presented to the Executive Committee of 
the association and adopted. Copies of the re- 
ports were then sent to the various hospitals, 
with certain suggestions. The four largest hos- 
pitals in Montreal, viz.: Royal Victoria Hospital, 
Montreal General Hospital, Notre Dame Hospital 
and the Hotel Dieu were not visited. 

During the last two years scholarships for 
courses at the local universities to the amount 
of $1,600 were given to French and English 
nurses: the money being equally divided be- 
tween the two groups. 

At the request of the association a refresher 
course for private duty nurses was held in June, 
1925. The attendance was fair. 

The International Congress of Nurses at Hel- 
singfors was attended by seventeen representa- 
tives of the nursing profession from the prov- 
ince of Quebec. Miss F. Shaw, president, 
represented the association. 

By the death of Sister Fafard, 1st vice-pre- 
sident, the association sustained a great loss, 
The remarkable progress made in the French 
schools of nursing during the last few years was 
largely due to her untiring efforts and wide

During the period 1924-1926 the association 
has held eight regular, twelve executive and one 
special meetings. In the period 1925-1926 three 
very enjoyable social evenings have been held in 
the months alternating with the regular meet- 
ings. At one of these Miss Jean Gunn gave 
a very interesting account of the nursing situa- 
tion in the European countries which she visited 
in the summer of 1925. 

In 1924-1925 an effort was made to bring 
back into active membership all the alumnae 
graduates of some years’ standing, who had 
drifted away. In view of this a resolution was 
adopted providing that nurses in arrears be re- 
instated by the payment of one year in arrears 
plus the then current year. As a result seventy 
members were reinstated. 

In 1925 a day couch was given by the as- 
sociation to Miss Snively on the occasion of her 
birthday, and the annual birthday tea was, as 
usual, much enjoyed by all present. As a slight 
token of the esteem in which Miss Snively is 
held, the association made arrangements to have 
her portrait painted. This portrait now hangs in 
the Nurses’ Residence, and the social evening 
spent on the occasion of the unveiling is a pleas- 
ant memory to all who were present. 

Since the association’s last report, outstand- 
ing matters of interest have been the meeting 
of the Canadian Nurses Association in Hamilton, 
and the meeting of the Graduate Nurses As. 
sociation of Ontario, in Windsor, in 1924, and 
the first meeting of the Registered Nurses As- 
sociation of Ontario, in Belleville. in 1926, at 
all of which meetings the association was well 
represented. 

Each year erreeting cards bearing the crest of 
the alumnae have been sent at the Christmas 
season to all sick nurses and missionaries; flow: 
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ers and fruit have been sent to some who through 
illness have been unable to carry on in theis 
profession. 

It has become a yearly event for the alumnae 
to entertain at graduation time, and the recep- 
tion and dance given in 1925 and again in 1926 
were enjoyed equally by the graduates of long 
standing and the graduating class. 

In 1925 the alumnae granted a scholarship of 
$400 for a course in Public Health Nursing, at 
Toronto University. Through the generosity of 
the graduate who won this scholarship $200 of 
the sum awarded has been returned to the 
treasury. 

To such an extent have the members of the 
association been impressed by the need of nurs- 
ing education that for the period 1925-1926 it 
was decided to award a scholarship, preferably 
for the Administrative or Teachers’ Course, to 
some nurse wishing to take such a course. To 
= money for this object a theatre night was 

eld. 

For the coming year a graduate who contem- 
plates taking the Administrative or Teachers’ 
Course at McGill University has been granted s 
scholarship to the amount of $400. In future 
this scholarship is to be known as the ‘‘Mary 
Agnes Snively Scholarship,’’ in honour of our 
revered former superintendent. 

Money-making efforts in the last twelve 
months haye been confined to one large bridge 
party held in the Nurses’ Residence, which was 
most successful—financially and otherwise.—Re-

Report of the Unveiling Ceremony of the Memorial to the 
Canadian Nursing Sisters 


Miss Jean E. Browne (President of the 
Canadian Nurses Association): Ladies 
and gentlemen, the ceremony in connec- 
tion with the unveiling of the Memorial 
will commence with the singing of “O 
God, Our Help in Ages Past.” 

The singing of “O God, Our Help in 
Ages Past” was followed by a dedicatory 
prayer offered by Major the Rev. G. G. D. 
Kilpatrick, D.S.O. 

Miss Browne: It is very gratifying in- 
deed to the nurses of Canada that so 
many distinguished guests have gathered 
here to-day to honour the Memorial to 
those Canadian nursing sisters who gave 
their lives in the Great War. 

In order to explain the Memorial which 
has been erected in their honour, it is 
necessary to sketch briefly the background 
of the history of nursing in Canada, 
Nursing was introduced into Canada al- 
most three hundred years ago by two 
devoted French women, Mademoiselle 
Mance and Madame de la Peltrie. There 
ladies left the civilization of the Old 
World to come to the little colony that 
was then called New France, and they 
established hospitals where the cities of 
Quebec and Montreal stand to-day. Nurs- 
ing at that time was carried on entirely 
by members of religious orders in the 
face of hardships and perils which it is 
difficult even to imagine to-day. 

From a scientific point of view, the 
nursing of to-day has very little in com- 
mon with the nursing of three hundred 
years ago, but we believe that the tradi- 
tion of courage and loyalty and sacrifice 
has come down to the present genera- 
tion of Canadian nurses from those brave 
early pioneers. [I think you will agree 
with me that the quiet every-day tasks 
of the nurse require: courage and devo- 
tion beyond that of the ordinary indivi- 
dual. 

When the call of the country came in 
1914, large numbers of Canadian nurses 
volunteered for service overseas; and un- 
til the end of the war, there was always 
a long waiting list ready to be called. 
The Canadian Nurses Association is proud 
of the record of the Canadian Army Nurs- 
ing Sisters. Whether facing the perils of 
the sea on transport duty, or enduring the 
heat and extreme discomforts of Galli- 
poli; in the dangers of the clearing sta- 
tions near the fighting line, or in the 
huge base hospitals in France, in the ex- 
hausting duties of the base hospitals in 
England, or in the more prosaic work of 
the base hospitals in Canada, we believe 
that the Canadian Army Nursing Sisters 
acquitted themselves with honour at all 
times. Of some of them the great sacri- 


fice was demanded, and they were faith- 
ful unto death. These the nurses of Can- 
ada revere. 

At the close of the war, it was felt in 
the Canadian Nurses Association that 
steps should be taken to give this rever- 
ence some tangible form that might be 
left for posterity; so a plan was formu- 
lated to raise a fund to erect a Memorial. 
I think I may say to you that this 
Memorial has been raised through the in- 
dependent efforts of some 10,000 organ- 
ized nurses in Canada, and we believe 
that this sculptured panel, which has been 
placed in the Hall of Fame, will typi*y, 
to some degree at least, through the iine 
beauty of line and the purity of its 
marble, the nobility of those nursing sis- 
ters who were valiant and unshaken even 
in the face of death. 

We want the people of Canada, both 
those of the present day and those of the 
great future, to share with us our exalted 
pride in our glorious dead; and so, Sir 
Henry Drayton, it is my privilege on he- 
half of the Canadian Nurses Association 
to present to you, the acting Prime Min- 
ister, this gift to the people of Canada, 
from the nurses of Canada. 

Sir Henry Drayton: Miss Browne, 
ladies and gentlemen: This is a very, very 
fitting end to a chapter of great glory 
which we are proud to call Canadian. I 
am highly honoured to-day to be able 
to be here and, in the name of the people 
of this country, to accept the great Mem- 
orial that the nurses of this country have 
presented to the Canadian people. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I am going to 
talk for one or two minutes just as a mere 
man, if you will allow me; it is the best 
I can do. Looking at the gentle sex from 
the standpoint of a mere man, we men 
have certain very well-settled convictions. 
For example, we know that the man bert 
equipped for the battle of life is the man 
who knows he has the best mother in the 
world. Again, if we are going to get on— 
there are certain qualifications that I 
think we may disregard—but if we are 
going to get on, the next best thing a 
man can have in the world is the best 
wife in the world. Then again, we have 
another big class. Ladies, you represent 
that other big class which stands to us 
men as offering all that we need when we 
are in trouble, all that we want when 
things go wrong. So far, none of these 
three great classes have gone back on the 
men, not one of them! 

Then we have in every walk and in 
every line of life those outstanding ones 
amongst us. You had, yes, you still have, 
those who stand out so bright and so 
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clear, those whose memory is dear to 
every Canadian, those who counted peril 
and hardship of every kind as nought if 
only they could make the sufferings of 
others the less. 

The obligation of this country to its 
nurses is great. We are very, very happy 
to admit it. But it goes a step further 
than usual because here the nurses are 
not content with what they themselves 
have done; they have given to this coun- 
try this Memorial. It is a new thing, is 
it not, ladies and gentlemen, that mem- 
orials for Government purposes should be 
so erected? It becomes the very sacred 
duty and obligation of all governments 
to attend to it, to carefully watch it in 
our Hall of Fame. 

Yes, it is a chapter of Canadian nurses’ 
devotion that is unrivalled in Canadian 
history, a Memorial of great deeds, one 
of the best Memorials in the world with 
which we now commence our work, the 
work which has been handed to us of 
making that Hall a worthy Hall of Fame. 
We have here the first text written in it, 
a text dear to us, and we hope that the 
subsequent texts will be texts which if 
they cannot quite copy it, will not be far 
behind this Memorial to the Canadian 
Nursing Sisters who are no more with us. 

Ladies and gentlemen, we have been 
told something of that before. It is a 
truism, but because it is a truism it is 
altogether a greater fact. Fixed prin- 
ciples like fixed stars ever shine brighter 
in adversity. We can add to that this, 
that the lives and the work and the de- 
votion of our Canadian nurses shine like 
fixed stars brighter and in the blackest 
night stand out as the loveliest and great- 
est beacons to us. 

Miss Browne, on behalf of the people 
of this country, I beg to thank you and 
your organization for the magnificent 
Memorial you have presented to them. 

Miss Browne: The Right Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King was unable to be present 
on this occasion, and he sent a message 
to the nurses of Canada which I shall now 
read: 

“Would you kindly express to the 
members of the Canadian Nurses As- 
sociation who may be assembled at Ot- 
tawa on the occasion of the unveiling of 
the Memorial to the Canadian nurses 
who lost their lives in the Great War 
my sincere regret at being prevented 
from being present at the ceremony of 
the unveiling of the Memorial? 

“Having had, in a remote way, the 
privilege of co-operating in the execu- 
tion of the Memorial and in arranging 
for the position it has been accorded 
in the Hall of Fame of our Parliament 
Buildings, I particularly regret that the 
nature of my engagement prevents me 
from being one of the number to wit- 


a 


ness the unveiling of the Memorial in 

its completed form. 

“May I be permitted, however, through 
the medium of this communication, to 
extend to the Memorial Committee and 
members of the Canadian Nurses As- 
sociation my very hearty congratula- 
tions upon having presented to our 
country as beautiful a Memorial as will 
be found within its borders, and the 
first of a series of historic panels to 
find a place in our halls of Parliament. 

“It is most fitting that the first place 
in the nation’s Hall of Fame should be 
accorded to a memorial commemorative 
of the heroism, devotion and sacrifice 
of women. It will be a source of pride 
and joy to all that, in commemorating 
the immortal service of those of their 
number who lost their lives in the Great 
War, the Nurses Association have 
sought to disclose the larger service, 
which from earliest days, the women of 
Canada have rendered in the making of 
our nation, and to portray, as the 
Memorial so beautifully does, the in- 
ternational significance of service to 
humanity regardless of race or creed, 
or clime. 

“Yours very sincerely, 
“W. MACKENZIE KING.” 

I have here a cable from the Mother- 
land. (Reads): 

“Matrons-in-Chief, Imperial Army 
Nursing Service and members render 
homage with you on August twenty- 
fourth to the Canadian Army Nursing 
Sisters who gave their lives.” 

The following telegram came a few 
moments ago from Miss Lillian Clayton, 
President of the American Nurses As- 
sociation. (Reads): 

“The American Nurses Association 
sends greetings to the President and 
members of the Canadian Nurses As- 
sociation upon this occasion. The 
American nurses together with the 
Canadian nurses honour the memory of 
the Canadian Army Nursing Sisters 
who gave their lives in the Great War 
and desire to work together with the 
Canadian nurses in every project that 
will maintain the nursing principles for 
which our colleagues gave their lives.” 
I have an announcement to make. Will 

the next-of-kin come to the Railway 
Committee Room, Room 277, in the Par- 
liament Buildings, immediately after the 
ceremony, where Dame Maud McCarthy, 
Matron-in-Chief Macdonald and I would 
like to meet them. 

Dame Maud McCarthy, G.B.E., R.R.C., 
(Matron-in-Chief, Territorial Army Nurs- 
ing Service of Great Britain): Miss 
Browne, iadies and gentlemen, and sis- 
ters: The nurses of the Canadian Army 


' Medical Corps were so closely associated 


with those of Queen Alexandra’s Imper- 
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ial Military Nursing Services during the 
Great War, that, as one of the iatter, I 
find myself again among intimate friends. 

Just as friends meeting after many 
years speak of old times spent together, 
so I with both pleasure and pride would 
like to recall to your memory some of the 
days we shared in common in France, 
now many years ago. 

From November, 1914, to June, 1919, 
Canadian nurses served with the British 
Army in France. They were attached to 
Canadian units and to British units. 
Those of you who were in France will 
remember how they served in base hos- 
pitals on the lines of communication, and 
you will recall those big convoys of 
wounded men coming and going, almost 
impossible to cope with. 

You will remember how the nurses 
served in casualty clearing stations, and 
you will recall the sound of guns, the 
shelling, the air-raids and the bombings— 
and the uncertainty of life. 

Likewise some of you, perhaps as pa- 
tients, will remember how they served 
on ambulance trains, and you will recall 
those long journeys carrying sick and 
wounded soldiers, and finally, repatriated 
prisoners of war of all nations. 

Again, many of you will remember how 
they undertook the special duties of 
theatre sister and anaesthetists with sur- 
gical teams, moving at a moment’s no- 
tice from one army to another, and you 
will recall the strain of the work, the long 
hours and the anxiety. 

It is unnecessary for me to dwell on 
the courage the nurses displayed, but I 
should like to give you one outstanding 
example of the conduct of a Canadian 
nurse who served with Queen Alexandra’s 
Imperial Military Nursing Service Re- 
serve. 

On March 21st, 1918, at 58 Casualty 
Clearing Station, Lillers, two Territorial 
nurses, a Reserve. and this Canadian 
nurse were crossing a railway line, go- 
ing from their quarters to the hospital 
for duty. A raid was in progress and a 
falling bomb killed one Territorial nurse 
and seriously wounded the other. Of the 
two remaining, one stayed with the 
stricken nurses and the other went to the 
hospital to get help. The whole of this 
time a series of explosions was going off 
from an ammunition train which had been 
hit at the railhead close by. After this 
experience the Canadian nurse and her 
companion worked all night in the op- 
erating theatre. 

As we are assembled to honour the 
memory of those who died on active ser- 
vice, it seems fitting I should remind you 
of the circumstances under which some 
of them gave their lives. 

On May 19th, 1918, during an air raid 
which lasted for three hours over Etaples, 
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the sisters’ quarters of No. 1 Canadian 
General Hospital were partially wrecked; 
one sister was killed and two died of 
wounds. 

About midnight on May 27th, No. 3 
Canadian Stationary Hospital in the Cita- 
del, Doullens, was attacked by enemy air- 
craft and the main building struck by a 
bomb. That part of the building struck 
burst into flames immediately. The direct 
hit was at the main stairway and the 
ward to one side of it which was over 
the operating theatre; ten patients, two 
medical officers and three nursing sisters 
and the whole of the operating staff were 
buried in the ruins of the building. The 
other sisters showed their courage by re- 
maining at their posts and assisting in 
the removal of the patients, some even 
having to slide down the debris as the 
stairway had gone. 

These are only two examples, but they 
will suffice to recall how Canadian nurses 
made the sacrifice of their lives. 

It seems out of place to express the deep 
debt of gratitude which we owe to our 
Canadian sisters and their Matron-in- 
Chief, who co-operated so closely with 
us in this tremendous task we had to 
do, because we were all working under 
the same flag and therefore we were all 
true colleagues in every sense of that 
word, and our sorrows, our losses and our 
joys are shared. The years as they go 
will never efface those days from our 
memory, for they have served to weld 
more firmly a friendship that can never 
be broken. 

With all this in my heart, I can only 
say that to me, indeed, it is an honour to 
be permitted to share with you to-day 
this commemoration, and I thank you. 

Miss Browne: A telegram has just come 
from H. Willis O’Connor. aide-de-camp 
to his Excellency the Governor-General. 
(Reads): 

“T am desired by His Excellency the 
Governor-General to convey to the 
Canadian Nurses Association his deep 
regret at being unavoidably prevented 
from unveiling the Memorial to the 
Canadian nurses who gave their lives in 
the Great War, and to express Their 
Excellencies’ deep appreciation of and 
interest in the work of the Associa- 
tion.” 

Miss Margaret C. Macdonald, LL.D., 
R.R.C. (Matron-in-Chief, C.A.M.C.N.S.): 
Ladies and gentlemen, and sisters: The 
purpose of the Memorial is to show our 
respect and admiration and to preserve 
for future generations the Memorial to 
those heroic women. Everyone will ad- 
mire the grace and simplicity of the panel 
which the genius of Mr. Hill has created, 
and will admit also that the site is well 
chosen here in the House of Parliament, 
where twelve years ago those nurses were 
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first called into military life and where 
a tablet now records their fame and per- 
petuates the memory of women who are 
forever linked with Canada; whose chil- 
dren they were, and to whose traditions 
they have added a glorious touch. 

So we have become the custodians of 
a great heritage. Young and unafraid, 
those nurses walked down into the val- 
ley of the shadow of death. But if they 


est and finest thought must be one of 
gratitude for so dear a memory. 

To-day, we all join in acknowledging 
a common debt to the devotion and high 
example of those valiant nurses. Four 
were killed and two died as the result of 
enemy air-craft. Fifteen were drowned 
as the result of enemy.action at sea. 
Twenty-five died of causes attributed to 
active service—a total of forty-seven.

To live but a short time, 
to pass away animated by a high physi- 
cal and moral courage, by a noble pur- 
pose in a great cause is to attain one of 
the highest flights of which life is cap- 
able. Their minds detached from all con- 
siderations of personal gain, they saw 
only the light shining clear on the path 
of duty, the duty of alleviating suffering 
and of protecting the country. Our deep-

A.; Welsh, Anne K.; Whiteside, Lydia V.” 

Two minutes’ silence followed the read- 
ing of the Honour Roll. 

The Canadian Nursing Sisters, along 
with those present on the platform, then 
proceeded to the Hall of Fame where the 
ceremony of unveiling the Memorial was 
performed by Matron-in-Chief Mac- 
donald. 

Miss Macdonald: In the name of the 
Canadian Nursing Sisters I unveil this 
Memorial. 

The “Last Post” was then sounded, and 
the proceedings closed with the singing 
of “God Save the King.” 

The next-of-kin of the nurses who gave 
their lives in the Great War were after- 
wards received in the Railway Committee 
Room by Dame Maud McCarthy, Mat- 
ron-in-Chief Macdonald and Miss Browne. 





Report of Memorial Committee 


In presenting the report of the 
Memorial Committee of the Canadian 
Nurses Association, it may be of interest 
to the members who are not familiar 
with the proceedings leading up to the 
actual beginning of the work to give a 
brief history. 

At the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Nurses Association held in Vancouver in 
1919, it was decided to appoint a com- 
mittee to consider and plan for a suit- 
able Memorial to Canadian Nursing 
Sisters who gave their lives in the War 
1914-1918. Miss Goodhue was convener 
of this committee. At the meeting of the 
Association held in Fort William, 1920, 
the form the Memorial would take was 
discussed, but it was felt that the affil- 
iated associations should discuss the 
matter in more detail, and the matter was 
deferred until the next general meeting 
of the Association. A committee was re- 
appointed of which Miss Jean Gunn was 
convener. 

The committee reported at the annual 
meeting held in Quebec in June, 1921, and 
it was unanimously decided to erect as 
a memorial a permanent structure in the 
capital of the Dominion, Ottawa. 

Committees: At this meeting a small 
committee was appointed to serve as a 
nucleus for a Memorial Committee and 
power was given to add to their number. 
The members of this original committee 
were: Miss E. MacP. Dickson, president, 
Miss M. A. Macdonald and Miss Jean 
Gunn. At the first meeting of the com- 
mittee, at the suggestion of the president, 


(Read at the open session, Monday evening, 
August 23rd, 1926.) 


Miss Gunn was appointed convener and 
Miss Katherine Davidson was appointed 
treasurer at the same meeting. In Feb- 
ruary, 1922, Miss E. K. Russell was ap- 
pointed secretary. Other members of the 
committee have served as follows:—Miss 
Annie Hartley and Miss K. Mathieson 
since October, 1921; Miss M. Stewart from 
October, 1921, until October, 1923; Miss 
V. M. McDonald from January, 1922, until 
January, 1923; Miss Amy McMahon from 
January, 1922, until March, 1923; Miss 
Florence Potts from October, 1921, until 
November, 1922; Miss Jean Browne from 
January, 1922, and since June, 1922, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Nurses Association. 
During the summer of 1925, Miss Helen 
Locke served as convener and secretary 
in the absence of Miss Gunn and Miss 
Russell. 

The raising of the necessary funds was 
undertaken directly by the provincial 
nurses associations, each province ap- 
pointing a committee to be responsible for 
the work within the province. 

The officers of these committees chang- 
ed from time to time but those originally 
appointed were as follows:—

In March, 1922, on the advice of the 
late Mr. Frank Darling, who gave invalu- 
able help in the beginning of the work, 
a Business Committee was appointed. 
This committee consisted of Mr. C. B. 
Cleveland, Mr. Gerald Larkin and Mr. 
Lawren Harris of Toronto. Mr. Harris 
resigned in January, 1924, and the work 
of the Business Committee has been car- 
ried on by the remaining members. 


In November, 1922, it was found neces- 
sary to appoint an Assessors Committee 
to advise in the selection of the designs. 
The members of this committee are Mr. 
David N. Brown, Montreal; Mr. J. E. H. 
Macdonald, Toronto and Mr. Ernest R. 
Rolph, Toronto. 

In connection with both these commit- 
tees Mr. Pearson, of the firm of Darling 
and Pearson, Toronto, has given very 
valuable advice and assistance and serv- 
ed both committees as well as_ the 
Memorial Committee in an _ advisory 
capacity. 

Collection of Funds: The first estimated 
cost of the Memorial was $65,000, but in 
April, 1923, after the definite site had 
been decided and a more definite idea as 
to the actual type of sculptured panel was 
possible the estimate was reduced to $35.- 
000. The objective assigned to each Pro- 
vincial Committee was based on the mem- 
bership of the Provincial Association and 
was as follows:— British Columbia, 
$7,000; Alberta, $2,350; Saskatchewan, 
$2,350; Manitoba, $1,400; Ontario, $13,500; 
Quebec, $5,600; New Brunswick, $1,400; 
Nova Scotia, $1,400; Prince Edward 
Island, no definite objective as there were 
so few nurses to contribute. 


The Provincial Committees adopted 
many ways of securing the necessary 
funds but no public appeal was made. 
The contributions came from nursing 
organizations, student groups in training 
schools and very largely as contributions 
from individual nurses. The final treas- 
urer’s report shows—British Columbia, 
$4,840.40; Alberta, $1,822.95; Saskatche- 
wan, $3,376.44; Manitoba, $2,026.29; On- 
tario, $15,870.09; Quebec, $7,293.63; New 
Brunswick, $1,174.95; Nova Scotia, $871.- 
19; Prince Edward Island, $324.90—Indi- 
vidual subscription from nurses in United 
Etates, $15.00; Total—$37,615.84. It will 
be seen by this total that the funds col- 
lected amounted to $2,615.84 more than 
the objective set at the beginning of the 
campaign. 

It is not possible to give at this time 
a complete report of the expenditures 
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in connection with the Memorial as 
several accounts have not yet been re- 
ceived. The work has been so recently 
completed that a definite statement will 
of necessity be delayed. It can, however, 
be stated that the total cost of the 
Memorial will be entirely covered by the 
amount collected. 

Negotiations with the Federal Govern- 
ment: Practically all the necessary con- 
ferences between the Memorial Commit- 
tee and the Government officials were 
undertaken by the Business Committee. 
These negotiations involved several trips 
to Ottawa and a good deal of time and 
attention. It was not until March, 1923, 
that permission was given by the Prime 
Minister, the Rt Hon. Mackenzie King 
and the Committee in Council, to place 
the Memorial in the Parliament Buildings. 
Certain requirements were made to the 
effect that the design must be of an his- 
torical nature and that a full sized model 
must be submitted for approval before 
final permission could be given. 

After the selection of the design of Mr. 
G. W. Hill on December 5th, 1924, the full 
sized model was sent to Ottawa for the 
approval of the Prime Minister and the 
Committee in Council. This approval 
Was given and the final work on the 
Memorial was commenced. 

Preparations and selection of Designs: 
In June, 1923, following the decision of 
the Government to permit the Memorial 
to be placed in the Parliament Buildings, 
provided the design proved acceptable, a 
competition for designs was advertised. 
In October, 1923, six designs were received 
and judged by the Committee of Asses- 
sors, three of which were selected. These 
three designs were considered worthy of 
being developed in full sized models, 
There was considerable delay in obtain- 
ing specifications concerning the space in 
the Parliament Buildings, where the 
Memorial was to be placed, and it was 
not until January, 1924, that the final 
stage in the competition was possible. 
The competitors were given until Decem- 
ber, 1924, to prepare the full sized models. 

When the first plans were being made 
in September, 1922, it was decided to 
leave the selection of the design with the 
Memorial Committees of the different 
provinces. This did not meet with the 
approval of the Business Committee since 
it would be impossible to conduct a com- 
petition under these circumstances as 
the artists submitting designs would not 
compete. In an effort to meet the re- 
quirements of the Business Committee 
and to leave the selection of the design 
to the Provincial Committees many plans 
were suggested. In January, 1923, the 
British Columbia Committee suggested 
that the Provincial Committees waive 
their right to judge the designs and to 
leave the final selection to the National 
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Memorial Committee. The majority of 
the Provincial Committees agreed and 
this plan was acted upon. 

On December 4th, 1924, the Committee 
of Assessors met in New Trinity College, 
Toronto, to judge the three models and 
on December 5th, the National Memorial 
Committee met to decide on the choice 
of the design. The unanimous selection 
of both the Assessors Committee and the 
Memorial Committee was the model sub- 
mitted by Mr. G. W. Hill, of Montreal. 
After a joint business meeting of all com- 
mittees, the contract was drawn up and 
Mr. Hill was given until June, 1926, at 
which time the completed panel was to 
be delivered in Ottawa. 

The Completed Memorial: The sculptor, 
Mr. G. W. Hill, did the work in Italy. Mr. 
Hill was able to secure a _ particularly 
beautiful piece of Carrara marble and the 
completed panel arrived in Canada at the 
time originally planned in the contract. 
The marble surround which was neces- 
sary to complete the Memorial was de- 
signed by Darling and Pearson of Toronto 
and executed by Adrolino Bros., of New 
York. This surround is also of Italian 
marble. The actual construction work 
was done by P. Lyall and Sons, of 
Ottawa, under the supervision of the firm 
of Darling and Pearson. 

The inscription decided upon by the 
Executive Committee of the Canadian 
Nurses Association was submitted to the 
Prime Minister, the Rt. Hon. Mackenzie 
King. Mr. King gave the matter his 
personal attention and suggested addi- 
tions which met with the unanimous ap- 
proval of the Memorial Committee. The 
inscription is as follows:—. 

“Erected by ,the nurses of 
Canada in remembrance of their 
sisters who gave their lives in the 
Great War, nineteen fourteen- 
eighteen, and to perpetuate a 
noble tradition in the relations of 
the old world and the new. 

“Led by the spirit of humanity 
across the seas woman by her 
tender ministrations to those in 
need has given to the world the 
example of an heroic service em- 
bracing three centuries of Can- 
adian history.” 

Plans for the Unveiling Ceremony: It 
was felt by this committee that one of 
the most important responsibilities in 
connection with the Unveiling Ceremony 
was to see that the nearest relatives of 
the nursing sisters, to whose memory the 
Memorial is being erected, should receive 
the necessary information in time to 
make plans to be in Ottawa for this 
ceremony. A great deal of work was in- 
volved in locating and communicating 
with the relatives. Many appreciative 
letters were received and much interest 
expressed in the Memorial. Unfortunate- 
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ly a few could not be located. This com- 
mittee would like to take this opportunity 
on behalf of the Canadian Nurses Asso- 
ciation to extend to all the relatives at- 
tending the Unveiling Ceremony a very 
sincere welcome and our great apprecia- 
tion of the effort they have made to be 
present. 

The wish of the Canadian nurses was 
to have the Memorial unveiled by His 
Excellency, Baron Byng of Vimy, and His 
Excellency very kindly consented to grant 
our request. It was not until after the 
invitations to the Unveiling Ceremony 
were issued that His Excellency found it 
necessary to cancel this appointment. It 
is with a great deal of pleasure that the 
committee reports that the Memorial to 
the Nursing Sisters who made _ the 
supreme sacrifice will be unveiled by their 
Matron-in-chief, Miss Margaret Mac- 
donald. 

The Memorial will be presented by our 
President, Miss Jean Browne, and re- 
ceived on behalf of the people of Canada 
by the Prime Minister’s representative, 
Sir Henry Drayton. 

Before concluding this report the com- 
mittee wishes to express the sincere ap- 
preciation of the great assistance given 
the committee by the Business Committee 
and the Committee of Assessors. A great 
deal of time has been given by all the 
members and particularly by Mr. Gerald 
Larkin and Mr. C. B. Cleveland. The 
service of all the members has been a 
voluntary one and is without a doubt the 
greatest contribution we have received 
toward the erection of the Memorial. 

The arrangements for the Unveiling 
Ceremony have involved many details 
and for the satisfactory completion of all 
these arrangements the committee is in- 
debted to the Sergeant-at-Arms, Lieut.- 
Col. Bowie; Mr. J. B. Hunter, Deputy 
Minister of Public Works, and General 
Panet, Adjutant General. 

The committee also wishes to express 
its grateful thanks for the co-operation 
of the members of the Association 
through the different Provincial Com- 
mittees. The many delays were most 
difficult to understand unless. closely 
associated with the work, and the com- 
mittee was markedly assisted and en- 
couraged by their understanding co- 
operation and confidence. 

The work of this committee will prac- 
tically be completed with the Unveiling 
Ceremony tomorrow and those who have 
had any share in the work of the different 
committees feel that this service which 
has culminated in the finished Memorial 
to our Sisters who made the supreme 
sacrifice will always be considered one 
of the greatest privileges of their nursing 
career.

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A Nursing Sister's Impression of the 
Unveiling Ceremony 


To attempt to describe to the overseas 
nurses who were not able to attend the 
ceremony of the Unveiling of the 
Memorial to Nurses who lost their lives 
in the Great War—the beauty and sim- 
plicity of the service—is a most difficult 
undertaking. No words can express the 
feelings of those privileged to gaze upon 
the beautiful sculpture as the flag was 
quietly withdrawn and they viewed the 
historic panel which had been raised in 
loving memory by the nurses in Canada 
to their sisters who made the supreme 
sacrifice. The glistening eye and solemn 
hush spoke more feelingly than any 
words the love and reverence in which 
memories are held. 

The opening ceremony was held outside 
the Parliament Buildings. Bright sun- 
shine flooded the steps and platform 
where thousands gathered to pay their 
respects to the Medical Nursing Service 
of the Canadian Army. Seated on the 
platform beside Matron-in-chief Mac- 
donald, L.L.D., R.R.C., were Dame Maud 
McCarthy, G.B.E., R.R.C., and Miss Jean 
Browne, President of the Canadian 
Nurses Association. Military and naval 
officers were in attendance, also Canada’s 
most. distinguished political leaders, 
Seated immediately behind these were 
the honoured next of kin -who had as- 
sembled from all over Canada to receive 
the tribute tendered their kindred. On 
tiers of seats immediately facing the plat- 
form were seated approximately fifty 
nurses in Service uniform, directly behind 
these were at least two hundred other 
returned nurses who were not in uniform 
who, together with other nurses, relatives 
and friends comprised the large assembly. 

Following the hymn “O God, our help 
in ages past,” a prayer was offered by 
Padre George Kilpatrick. After a few 
well chosen words by Miss Browne, in 
which she expressed the pride of the 
Canadian Nurses Association in being 
able to present to the Government this 


The Overseas 


The night of the unveiling of the 
Memorial the Committee on Arrange- 
ments planned an Overseas Sisters’ dinner 
at the Chateau Laurier. Thanks to Miss 
Garvin of the Isolation Hospital and her 
committee it was a great success. About 
260 returned sisters attended. Matron-in- 


tribute to the Sisters who had exemplified 
their service in the supreme sacrifice, she 
presented the memorial to Sir Henry 
Drayton, Acting Premier of Canada, who 
accepted the Memorial in the name of 
the people of Canada. The assembly then 
stood while Matron-in-chief Macdonald 
read the Roll of Honour. This was fol- 
lowed by two minutes silence, after which 
the next-of kin and those on the platform 
slowly wended their way through the 
beautiful grounds of the Parliament 
Buildings to the Hall of Fame where the 
Memorial is placed. It was greatly re- 
gretted that the corridor was not large 
enough to admit all the nurses who had 
gathered to view the Unveiling and only 
those who were in uniform were admitted. 


The ceremony of the Unveiling was 
short and impressive. Standing before 
the large flag, which covered the 
memorial, were the Matron-in-chief and 
Matrons Rayside, Smellie, McClatchy, 
Campbell, Hartley and Willoughby, the 
nurses in uniform and a guard of honour. 
At a signal from the Sergeant-at-Arms 
Matron-in-chief Macdonald withdrew the 
flag and the beautiful memorial was un- 
veiled. Again two minutes of silence was 
followed by the Last Post and the 
ceremony of the Unveiling had passed 
into history. Relatives and friends, dele- 
gates from Overseas Nurses’ Clubs and 
representatives of organizations brought 
wreaths and flowers and placed them at 
the foot of the memorial. 


The ceremony is completed. Already 
the guides at the Parliament Buildings 
are retailing to visitors who throng the 
building, the events of this memorable 
day and explaining the significance of the 
historic panel. It is the sincere wish of 
all those nurses present that all returned 
nurses in Canada may at some time have 
the opportunity of visiting, what might 
be most appropriately termed, the Mecca 
of the C.A.M.C. Nursing Service.

Miss Smellie 
proposed a toast to our Matrons-in-chief 
and Miss Macdonald responded to this in 
her usual bright and affable manner and 
in turn called upon Miss Rayside. 

The dinner broke up with old war time 
songs and a tiger for the matrons-in- 
chief.
